DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. Claims 1-7, 13, and 15-18 are allowed because the prior art does not teach a 
method of designing a logic circuit to provide a predetermined logical operation, the 
method including the steps of: performing logic synthesis for the predetermined logical 
operation to produce an intermediate circuit, the logic synthesis being performed utilizing 
a synthesis library constrained to the logic synthesis block; eliminating unused devices in 
the intermediate circuit to produce a final circuit; and sizing the devices in the final 
circuit, and with the combination of all other features corresponding to the independent 
claims.
